Tests, Microscopic and Otherwise. 





In another column, our correspondent at 
the Bureau of Agriculture describes a method 
lately devised by Professor Taylor for dis- 
tinguishing butter from its counterfeits, or 
adulterations. The method seems to be sim- 
ple enovgh in itself and easy enough in its ap- 
plication to fulfil the necessary requirements 
of a popular butter test, which, as we said in 
our editorial of June 6, referred to by our 
correspondent, is what is principally required. 

But with regard to our correspondent’s 
question as to the comparative facility of us- 
ing a microscope and a butter-trier, it may be 
remarked that even the simplest of micro- 
scopes is a considerably more complicated in- 
strument, and a more diflicult one to use, than 
the pod-auger with which the ordinary dealer 
in butter draws out a sample from a firkin, 
and the test of finding the infinitesimal X’s 
on microscopically minute crystals is far and 
away more delicate than the usual one in use 
by butter buyers, which consists in running 
the nose along the trier from one end to the 
other, and biting out little chunks trom the 
sample, which is afterward tucked back into 








the hole it came out of, without even taking 
pains to erase the marks of the man’s teeth: 
a practice not perhaps to be recommended on 
the score of cleanliness, and not tending to 
recommend to the fastidious retail purchaser

A correspondent of the New York 7ri/une, 
who has been much troubled by woodchucks, 
has a way of smothering them in their holes 
by the use of burning sulphur. He takes old 
strawberry baskets, fills them with dry wood 
shavings, which will burn freely, puts one as 
far as convenient into the mouth of each 
hole, lays on a paper package of sulphur con- 
taining about two teaspoonfuls, gets a fire | 
well started in the shavings and sulphur, and 
then closes the mouth of the hole with a sod 
previously cut for the purpose. If the work 
is carefully done, the woodchuck will never 
live to open his hole. Some have used old 
cotton rags dipped in melted sulphur for the 
same purpose, but good shavings and dry 
sulphur are less troublesome to prepare. 
The sulphur cure has the advantage over steel 
traps of being less cruel, and requiring less 
time in attendance. A trap, too, will some- 
times catch a favorite dog or cat, which may 
be objectionable, especially if it be your own 
dog or cat. 





WHEAT AND RYE HYBRIDS. 


Mr. E. S. Carman, of the Rural New 
Yorker, writes us that he has been making 
some very interesting experiments in crossing 
wheat and rye; an operation that it had not 
been supposed possible to perform. Last 
year the first cross produced one plant with 
about a dozen heads, which bore but seven- 
teen apparently imperfect kernels. These 
were planted, and all but one grew, and 
strange to say, the heads are large and full, 
though unmistakably showing the rye. A 
second cross this year was made of rye 
on wheat, and ‘‘the plant is a strange thing 
with sterile or nearly sterile heads.” Wheth- 
er anything valuable comes from the opera- 
tion or not, the experiment is a very inter- 
esting one, and will involve the old question 
so long discussed, What is a species and 
what a variety ?

Tur Cur-worm AGatw.—Great complaint 
comes from the farmers of Tennessee, of the 
damage done to corn and cotton fields, by 
the cut-worms. Many fields have been 
ploughed up and replanted, which will make 
the crop late, and on others the crop will be 
greatly reduced. 

How to successfully battle with insects, 
bids fair to become the great question among 
the cultivators of the soil. We must certain- 
ly learn the habits of the insects which are 
among us, or they will have the field to them- 
selves. ‘The cut-worm can be starved out by 
thorough cultivation previous to putting in 
the crop, and it can be poisoned by feeding it 
with green leaves dipped ina preparation of 
Paris Green or London Purple. Hand-pick- 
ing will also accomplish much, if begun in 
season, and followed perseveringly for a few 
days. But the more systematic method is to 
destroy by the wholesale, previous to putting 
in the crop. 





THE ONION MAGGOT. 





The onion maggot, an imported insect that 
has long been a pest to the Eastern onion 
growers, has done a large amount of damage 
the present season.

GAPES IN TURKEYS,

AGRICULTURE IN FRANCE. 
Paris, May 16, 1885. 
Although a duty of 3 francs per 2 ewts., has been 
recently laid on imported cereals, no farmer be- 
lieves that relief to be a remedy for the existing 
crisis. Yet French cultivators continue to grow 
wheat, if not from mere routine, at least from in- 
sufficient capital. In vain, they have been urged 
to fall back on sheep farming—meat and wool, or

demand exists for mutton, is proved by the weekly 
importations of 14,000 sheep from Germany, Al- 
geria, and Eastern Europe. Farmers, like large 
shop-keepers, ought to aim to turn over their capi- 
tal as rapidly as possible.

Some agriculturists urge encouraging the growth 
of aromatic plants in sheep pasturage, as favoring 
transpiration.

Some experiments are being conducted 
in the end to lucern, sainfoin, &c., cut 
when in flower, left to fade, but not dried, 
then stacked in alternate layers with wheaten or 
oaten straw.

Flax does not require a rich soil, because the 
fibre becomes strong, luxuriant, and coarse.

Some interesting experiments have been made 
on the advantages of giving water to milch cows 
warmed, instead of in its natural cold state. At 
the Agricultural School of St. Remy, two cows 
were fed on the same food, but one was supplied 
with cold water, and the other with the water 
heated to 113 degrees Fah. The latter yielded 
one-third more milk. Veterinary Professor Corne- 
vin has obtained similar results. The subject 
merits testing.

Tuk Opor or tHe liay Firtp.—Going 
from New England to a Western State, many 
years ago, the writer was struck with the dif- 
ference between the two localities in the hay- 
ing season. In the older States the air at 
haying time, is redolent of the most delight- 
ful fragrance, making it a pleasure to be out of 
doors. At haying time in the western locali- 
ty, there was only a clean, weedy odor, quite 
unlike that to which we had been accustomed 

In looking into the reason for this lack of 
pleafant odor at haying, we examined the hay, 
and while all the usual grasses were present, 
we could find no trace of the Sweet-scented 
Vernal grass, Anthoxanthum odoratum, 80 
common in eastern meadows. In itself, this 
grass has little value. Indeed, its chief merit 
lies in its odor. This is developed as the 
herbage dries, and a few spears of this grass 
will impart its fragranee to a large mass of 
hay. ‘This grass should always form a small 

part of a mixture for seeding a lawn.— Amer-

Bees have been accused of punctur- 
ing grapes, and now they are charged with 
worrying a flock of sheep.—Chicago Time 
Burmpine ur a Hay-Stack.—The great 
point to be secured in stacking hay 1s, to 
keep the centre the highest If this is done 


water can not penetrate into the stack, but 
will find its way to the outside under the most 
unfavorable circumstances. If, on the other 
hand, the centre is hollow, the water must 
drain into the centre, and so ruin the stack 
An excellent way to build a stack is to set a 
tall sapling firmly in the ground, with a 
foundation of rails around it; then begin at 
the centre, and place the hay about the pole, 
gradually spreading, until the edge of the 
base is reached. Continue building up the 
stack, the highest in the centre around the 
pole, the builder standing in the centre so as 
to tread the hay firmly there. As the sta k 
settles, the outside sinks more than the centre, 
and helps to make the stack better. The top 
of the stack is finished by fastening a cover- 
ing of hay to the pole, with hay bands wound 
firmly around it. A stack so made will not 
leak, and even elover hay may be safely 
stacked in this manner, because the water 
must make its way to the outside by the force 
of gravity, and escape there by dropping to 
the ground clear of the stack. —American Ag-

PALACE CATTLE CARS. 


A writer in a recent number of The Age of 


Steel, published in St. Louis, describes from 
personal observation the cruel treatment to 
which cattle are subjected while being driven 
from ‘Texas to Kansas City, and trom thence 
transported by rail to the Eastern seaboard 
cities. The description, although written ap- 
parently in the refrigerator car beef traflic in- 
terest, is no doubt substantially true, if, in- 
deed, it does not fall short of the truth in de- 
picting the abuses practised in live stock 
transportation. ‘The details need not be re- 
capitulated. It is enough to say that they are 


revolting to every humane instinct, and a re- | 


proach to civilization. 

The trouble is not because suitable cars 
cannot be built, or that cattle cannot be 
fed, watered and rested, while on their 
journey; but it results from the necessity of 
cheapening the cost of transportation by car- 
rying as many cattle as possible in a car, and 
by continuous running, so as to make the trip 
in the quickest possible time. This will do 
very well for short distances that can be 
made in from twelve to eighteen hours; but 
when cattle are driven long distances to 
points of shipment, and are then packed into 
cars to remain there from fifty to one hundred 
hours, with imperfect feeding, and no out- 
side rest, the case is very different. 

If cars could be made so as to give the ani- 
mals plenty of room to lie down, and at the 
same time be supplied with food and water, 
without increasing the cost of carrying them, 
it would have been done long ago. 

‘*Palace” cattle cars were invented and 
patented a dozer: years ago, with ample pro- 
vision for making the cattle comfortable, anc 
saving them from the protracted misery which 
they have now toendure. One of these cars 
was thirty-six feet long, and nine and one- 
half wide, which is ten feet longer and one 
foot wider than stock cars usually are. It 
would carry sixteen cattle of ordinary size, 
and give them plenty of room, but no such 
cars are running on the roads now, because 
competition will not admit of it. 

No road is going to carry cattle in palace 
cars, packed in as loosely as hyenas and tigers 
in a travelling menagerie, while a rival road, 
by prodding and tail-twisting, carries twice 
as many in the same number of cars of the 
common kind. ‘The best car, from a shipper’s

AN ARLINGTON MARKET GARDEN.

| portion of the glass-covered area depends for 
its heat upon the decomposition or heating of 
stable manure. Two thousand cords of stable 
| Manure are used on the farm annually, a por- 
tion of which goes under the frames. This 
manure is obtained trom the stables of Boston 
principally, and three large teams—one of | 
them a four horse team —are employed all the 


time in this work. 


In seven of the hot-houses, at the time of the 
visit in question, there were 1000 hills of cu- 
cumbers, some of which were about running 
out, having yielded their utmost, while others 
were in full yield, and still others just coming 
into bearing. Cucumbers are planted so as 
to come in about the middle of April, and 
from that time forward until the time the 
plants in the open air mature the hot-houses 
furnish the supply. In this case, from 4000 
to GO00 cucumbers are picked from the vines 
every day. Lettuce is a perpetual crop, so 
to speak; that is, it is matured all the year 
round, and to do this it has to be sown from 


time to time throughout the year. 


There is also under glass half an acre of 
Canada melons, a new and rare variety, which 


has only been introduced into our market 
quite recently. Under glass there are from 
tour to five crops raised each year, while in 
the open air from two to three crops in the 
season are secured. Here is the way that 
three crops are secured. Beets are sown 


quite thickly in drills, the same being a con- | 


siderable distance apart The round being 


rich, the beets come up luxuriantly, making 


| for greens. ‘Then between the rows of beets | 


are planted rows of celery. All the vege- 
tables are planted in long, narrow beds, be- 
tween which are trenches or furrows that an- 
swer a double purpose—they enable the men 
to thin out, weed or plant, as the case may 
be, and they serve also for irrigation pur- 
poses. 

The system of irrigation used is most com- 
plete and elaborate. There are, in two dif- 
ferent places, two water towers containing 
large tanks, into which the water is pumped 
from driven wells. The pumping in one of 
the stations is done both Ly wind power and 
steam, and in the other by wind power alone, 
the windmill having a capacity of raising 100 
gallons a minute. In addition to this, there 
are a steam pump and boiler, which are on 
wheels, and can be moved from place to 
place with horses. ‘This is moved along the 
river or the lake, as required, and water 
drawn and sent through lines of hose to any 
distance required, and in this way the fields 
in dry times are kept well watered. The 
water is not sprinkled upon the growing vege- 
tables. but is let into the furrows alongside 
the beds, and soaks in, giving moisture to the 
roots. Salt water is used as well as fresh, 
the former being prete rred. At one of the 
pumping stations 1s a washing and packing 


room, where all vegetables that have sand or 
clay on them are put into large troughs of 


water and washed clean before packing. 


Sixteen horses are employed and = six mar- 
ket teams are run, carrying into Boston every 
morning from 10 to 1) tons of vegetables of 


various kinds in their season. The proprietor 


has two stalls in the vegetable market in Bos- 
ton, beside supplying to the order of commis- 
sion merchants packages of vegetables to go 
to the various cities in the State, as well as to

Here two men are employed in 
watering the plants as they are set out and 
other growing plants, and there is enough of 
this kind of work to keep them employed all 


the time in dry weather. 


lo give an idea of the extent of the crops 
raised an enumeration of some of the princi- 
pal ones may be given. ‘Twenty acres are 
planted in squashes; 20 acres in celery; 10 
acres in cauliflowers ; 6 acres in early summer 
cabbage; 6 acres in onions; 5 acres in early 
bunch beets; and 2 acres of late ones; 4 
acres in tomatoes; 2 acres of cucumbers un- 
der glass ; half an acre of melons under glass, 


and 2 acres of melons outside; 2 acres of 
dandelions, and a number of acres in beans, 
peas, carrots, &c. There are 6000 tomato 


plants in the 4 acres, which at an average 
yield of half a bushel to a plant will give as 
the crop on that land 3000 bushels. The 
price of tomatoes ranges from 50 cents te $1 
a bushel, according to season, so that for this 
crop alone at least $1500 is assured. The 
six acres of onions will produce about 5000 
bushels, and at the average price of Sloa 
bushel, we can easily calculate that income. 
Among the crops raised are several acres of 
rve. This is done, not for the grain, but for 
the straw, which is used for making matting 


to protect the frames during the most in- | 


A 
night watchman makes these mats during the 
vigils of the night.

of so-called lard, found in the grocers’ stores. 
When heated, the common grades of lard 
emit a disagreeable odor, which permeates 
the house, and spoils the flavor of the food 
cooked in it. 

Many of the downtown restaurants use lard 
for cooking purposes, which, when on the 
range, emits such a stench that drives all 
thoughts of dining out of our minds, and we 
seek a more appetizing resort. The unpleas- 


ant, stuffy smell of bakeries, is attributed to | 


their constant use of lard. ; 
Cotton seed oil is extensively manufactured 
in the South, where it is much used in cookery,
